when he purchased a farm at the
hend of Sums valley, Iater retiring to
Maedford, where. he resided at the
time of his desth, being at 145 South
alreet,

Politics did not appeal very strong-
ly to Mr, Richardson, he Leing con-
tent to exercise his franchlse ns o
simple American eltizen and as &
supporter of the democratie party.
Although not an ofifcesesker, he has
upon several occaslons filled varlous
minor offices in hix locality, always
proving worthy of the trust reposed
in him by his fellow citizens,
